Aluminum, copper, iron, lead and 


zinc are the metals which can be 
mined in large enough

within the United States to enable 
the country to participate in a war. 
Insufficient amounts of antimony, 
chromium, manganese and mercury 
are produced, and sources of tin, 
tungsten and nickel are almost en- 
tirely absent. The United States has 
only barely begun to lay up stock 
piles of these vital metals which 
the country is lacking.

Wftaf Did Buf/iff Promise? 


Our Ambassador to France, Mr. Bul- 


litt, has written Senator Clark of Mis- 
souri a letter denying that he told any 
French "premier "or anyone else" that if 
France went to war "she would be fol- 
lowed in a short time by the United 
States." 


The letter is insufficient, woefully and 


hopelessly insufficient. 


There should be a direct senatorial 


investigation of what Mr. Bullitt did tell 
the French premier or did give various 
.'officials in France to 
understand con- 


cerning America's assistance if the war 
were to come. 


Mr. Bullitt might be telling the pre- 


cise and technical truth in his letter to 
Senator Clark and yet ducking the whole 
issue. The question of his veracity might 
even hinge upon what he meant by "a 
short time" in that letter. 


It would be a great injustice to Mr. 


Bullitt and a blind matter of procedure 
for the government to merely condemn 
our diplomats and their chief, the Presi- 
dent, upon.the evidence that we have al- 
ready detailed in these columns. America 
certainly is not in favor of one-sided 
trials. But enough has already been pro- 
duced 1o raise grave suspicions concern- 
ing our part in precipitating this war. 
And when the administration 
conceals 


critical cables like that of the French 
premier on the eve uf the surrender of 
his country to the Germans, Mr. Bullitt 
roust not expect the country to accept 
his bare statement, or the statement of 
an administration whose veracity stands 
sorely in need of help. 


A demand for the records will in 


time make itself felt.

South now felt reason- 
ably safe in mentioning his five 
card diamond suit This held little 
Interest for North, and when West 
over-called with four clubs North 
could find no better bid than a dou- 
ble, this time for penalties. It would 
have been "just too bad" for North 
and South if this double had been 
allowed to stand. But South by this 
time 
was 
thoroly suspicious of 


East's previous bidding, particular- 
ly of the fact that East had not ac- 
cepted the double of two spades 
but had run/ to no trump. South 
knew that North could not be "load- 
ed" with clubs, because if he had 
been he would have passed over 
the original club bid as a trapping 
measure. 


Thus, by all available signs, North 


was marked with good spades and 
some length in that suit So now, 
satisfied he had read the situation 
correctly, South launched out into 
four spades! 


The result was excellent from the

wide radio networks that Hitler 
might attack the United States by 
air as soon as he defeated Britain- 
then the United States is in seri- 
ous danger and cannot rely on her 
air force-to protect American cities 
from bombardment. 


President Roosevelt has disclosed 


the airplane building capacity of 
the United States to be about 10.000 
a year now, and will be 13,000 to 
14,000 a year by next January and 
will reach a rate of 24,000 a year 
by the end of 1941 and 36,000 early 
in the year 1942. 


Germany's rate of production to- 


day is about 36.000 planes a year. 
If Britain succeeds in fighting off 
Hitler and if the British factories 
are not demolished, the United 
States may owe her sense of se- 
curity to Britain in the air as well 
as on the sea. 


The president seems to 
think 


America's progress in airplane pro- 
duction is about as good as can be 
expected. 
He says the business 


men who have been called here say 
the same thing. But the trouble is 
that most critics feel that, judging 
by the slowness thus far, there will 
be no attainment of the projected 
goal of 36,000 even in 1942. 


Unquestionably 
serious delays 


have occurred. Senator Byrd's fig- 
ures to the effect that only 343 com- 
bat planes have been contracted for 
in the last 100 days for the army 
and navy combined are now ad- 
mitted by the White House to be 
correct, but it is asserted that this 
does not measure America's prog- 
ress and that what has been placed 
"on order" or what is now "in the 
works' should be taken into con- 
sideration. 


Blames Congress 


Why hasn't America made more 


npld progress? The president is 
inclined to blame congress. Some 
of the New Dealers are Inclined to 
blame the aviation industry. The 
truth is there is some blame to be 
distributed in every direction, but 
the main fault lies in the lack of 
aggressive leadership in the whole 
defense program. Business men 
have been clamoring in vain for 
some coordination of the various 
parts 
of 
the defense machinery. 


The official worti comes that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt is the only coordi- 
nator and everybody knows he is 
busy with the regular tasks of the 
presidency, to say nothing of the 
exigencies of a political campaign 
in which he is seeking a third 
term. 


The president has failed to as- 


sert his leadership in concrcss, 
though the Democratic party has a 
substantial majority in both houses 
of congress, it will be found that 
members of the president's own 
party have thrown more monkey- 
wrenches into the defense situation 
than have the Republicans, Some 
observers arc criticizing Mr. \Villkic 
for not influencing: members of his 
own party, but he is not in the 
White House and does not have the 
same power over legislators as does 
the chief executive.

• The world's gypsies do not til 
have skins of the same color1. Some 
are of brownish color. Others have 
white, or almost white, skins; Hun- 
gary is 
a" country with many 


gypsies of this type. 


As we have said, the ancestors 


of the gypsies seem to have come 
from 
India. It is believed their 


earliest homeland was in the north- 
western part of India. 


In cases where gypsies are "white 


or almost white," the fact is sup- 
posed to be due to marriages with 
white personsf in countries through 
which they have wandered. 


In a few parts of the world, 


gypsies have "settled down" to 
some extent. Such places include 


A Gypsy Violinist 


Bessarabia and Transylvania. Both 
of these were parts of Rumania 
when the European war broke out 
last 
September. 
Bessarabia was 


taken over by Russia this summer. 


After early troubles in Hungary, 


the gypsies were allowed to stay 
there as long as they paid a yearly 
poll tax. Sometimes 
they 
were 


asked to play their music at the 
courts of princes and in the homes 
of other wealthy men. 


Hungarian 'gypsies won fame be- 


cause of their skill with the violin 
and 
other musical 
instruments. 


They played so well that they were 
welcomed almost everywhere they 
went in Hungary. 


Gypsy songs and poems were fa- 


vored. A Serbian 
gypsy, whose 


first name was Gima, 
put 
250 


poems in writing. 


Spain is another land in which 


gypsies have settled to some ex- 
tent. Laws 
against 
them 
were 


made by King Ferdinand and other 
Spanish monarchs, but these laws 
were not put into force very strict- 
ly. In 1783 the gypsies in Spain 
were told they could live peacefully 
in the country if they would give 
up their language and would stop 
wandering about. 


"Spanish gypsies" 
are 
perhaps 


as well known as those of Hun- 
gary. For the most part they live 
in southern Spain.
